THE CHINESE STATESMAN 


He is Given a Hearty Welcome 
by Americans. 


President Cleveland Kcets lif Huns 
Cbang at the Residence of Wll> 
II am C. vriiltney. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 29.—Li Hung Chang 
arose at 6 o'clock this morning. 
His 
first caller was ex-Secretary John W. 
Foster, between whom and the Chinese 
ambassador a strong friendship has 
existed, especially since Mr. Foster's 
mission to the east during the Japan- 
China war. Another caller was Yan 
Fhou Lee, who was sent here by the 
Chinese governmect as a student in 
1873, 
He prewnted an invitation from 
the~ governor of Tennessee to visit 
Nashville on his way west. 


The report that the ambassador and 
the Bussian minister had a conference 
last night was confirmed this morning 
by Edward B. Drew, the commissioner 
of customs in the Chinese service. 
Mr. 
Drew would say nothing as to what 
had passed between his ex cellèncy and 
the minister. 


The program for today was presented 
to Earl Li. 
By it he found that the 
great feature of the day was to be his 
reception of President Cleveland at the 
residence of William 
C. Whitney. 
Secretary qf State Olney is at the Wal- 
dorf. 
It was expected that he and 
Earl Li would exchange visits. 
Large 
crowds gathered in Fifth avenue early 
to see the paradé to the Whitney resi- 
dence. 
A large crowd of police was 
necessary to preserve order. 
Around 
Mr. Whitney's house a clear place was 
reserved, the dead line being drawn on 
either side of it. 
Mr. Whitney's pri- 
vate secretary, Mr. Began, said that the 
reception was to be of the most simple 
nature. 
Ko representative of the press 
will be admitted, despite the fact that 
passes of admission to thjB house were 
issued last night. 
Mr. Began said that 
subsequent developments had made it 
necessary to cancel these. 


President Cleveland, accompanied by 
Attorney General Harmon and Private 
Secretary Thurber, arrived this morn- 
iog on the yacht Saphire and was 
driven direct to the home of ex-Secre- 
tary William C. Whitney, where the 
reception to Li Hung Chang took place 
about noon. 


Li Hung Chang and Secretary Olney 
exchanged yùits in the hotel, after 
which they proceeded together to the 
Whitney residence, escorted by a troop 
of the Sixth cavalry. The reception by 
the president was quite simple in\char- 
acter and lasted 
only ^ twenty-fiye 
minutes.

The republican county convention, 
which met at the Princess rink in this 
city today, was a remarkable and pecu- 
liar one — remarkable and peculiar 
because of the large number in attend- 
ance and the interest and excitement 
attending the contests ior the nomina- 
tions for the various oflSces for which 
candidates were to be named. 


As a rule the republican conventions 
held this county are tame affairs. There 
are rarely any contests for the nomina- 
tions. 
Two years ago the convention 
had an animated contest for the vari- 
ous offices, but this was onjy one of the 
exceptions to the rule. 
This year the 
republicans dream that they have a 
possibility of success in regard to some 
of the county oflSces, and for this reason 
there was a contest for a few of the 
positions for which candidates were to 
be selected. 


At 10:30 o'clock C. E. Everett, the 
chairman of the republican county 
central committee, called the conven- 
tion to order and at that time the hall 
was about half filled. 


The delegates were grouped in town- 
ships and wards immediately in front 
of the stage, while around them, seated 
and standing, were the spectators who 
had come to watch the pcoceedings of 
the convention. 
Over the secretary's 
desk hung a large picture of Governor 
McKinley, and the eyes of "the major" 
seemed to be bent intently on the 
democratic pencil 
pushers — Harry 
Williams, of the 
Journal; 
Anselm 
Fuelber, of the Staatz Zeitung; Sam 
Moffatt, of the Post, and THK SBNTINEL 
representative—who sat at the report- 
ers' table immediately underneath it, 
as intruders at such a republican gath- 
ering. 


Chairman Everett called upon the 
secretary, Ed L. Craw, to call the roll 
of delegates by wards and townships 
and, after this had been done, Mr. 
Everett made the speech usual on 
such occasions and in concluding an- 
nounced that the first thing in order 
would be the selection of a permanent 
presiding officer.

The visit of Li Ôuog Chang, the 
Chinese viceroy, who is making a tour 
of the world, to this country is 
notable event and Americans are giv 
ing him a warm reception, and in all 
the cities whioh he visits will treat 
him with the higheat regard and the 
greatest hospitality. 


There is good reason Why Americans 
should respect this Chinese statesman 
who has won for himself a'rank among 
the great men of the age. Li has 
in quently been called "the Bismarck 
of Chma," and the name is singularly 
appropriate, for while the present con- 
dition of the Chinese empire is by no 
means a happy one, it doubtless would 
have been much worse had it not been 
for his efforts. 


The viceroy unquestionably lost pres- 
tige both at home and abroad sa a 
ftsult of the disastrous war with Japan, 
but the many slanderous reports con 
cerning him have not been generally 
credited, and he is still classed with 
those other "grand old men"—Glad 
store, Bismarck and Pope Leo X III. 
The extended trip that Li Hung Chang 
is now making, in spite of his having 
reached the age of seventy-five, shows 
that he is not lacking, in physical 
strength, while the fact that his mission 
to European countries was diplomatic 
in character and he is coming to Âtaet- 
ica to make personal observations of 
conditions existing here, argues that in 
mental vigor be is still the equal of 
many younger men. 


America has had many distinguished 
guests, but seldom before has it been 
called upon to entertain a foreigner of 
the rank and fame of Li Hung Chang. 
For this reason, if for no other, the 
welcome accorded to him should be 
hearty. He is the representative, if 
not the real ruler, of 350.000,000 people, 
and during his long career he has al- 
ways been the friend of the > American 
people.

The Hot Wave. ' 


Various features di8ting:uisà:i ene Heat- 
ed term that began with Aug oat While 
the temperature was noti in rhariy p l à G e a 
so high as to reach an unusual figure, it 
kept up without cessation. Day after 
day, and for days thaifc ran-into weeks, 
it hovered between 90 and 110 d^rees 
from Omaha to New York city, from 
Chicago to New Orleans. Each day the 
brick and stone walls of city buildings 
became hotter; each-day'the swelterang 
mortals became less able to resist the 
sun's rays. 


The humidity made the heat peculiar- 
ly distressing. Perhaps it was that, /per- 
haps it was the long continued heat, 
without a drop in the mercuiy, that 
made the sunstrokes and heat prostra- 
tions tmusualJy fatal. In one day in 
Chicago, out of 55 person®prostrated 
by the heat 89 died, much more than 
half. In Greater New York; in one day 
theie were 213 deaths. 
So high a pef 
cent of mortality in proportion to the 
number stricken has never l)een.known. 
People died as if touched by a plague. 
The heat developed freakish ¡propensities 
unexplainable. There was .one wave of 
deadly high temperature on »the Atlantic 
coast in the neighborhood of Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia, Its south- 
em limit, however, seemed to reach no 
farther than Richmond and Louisville. 
When it was 93 in Philadelphia and 95 
in Louisville, it was only 89 at New 
Orleans. 


The street scenes were such as few 
who witnessed them will forget The 
docks and landings of such placeabas 
were fortunate enough to have a water 
front were crowded all night with poor 
people. Their stifling tenements had 
become like bake ovens to them, and 
they poured out en masse into the- 
streets and along the water fronts. 
Mothers laj half clad, with their babiea 
beside them. Barefoot men strettched 
full length and slumbered fitfully while 
they waited the dawn of another blia- 
tering day whose end might not even 
find. them alive. In their desperation 
many even lay upon the sidewalks all 
night in their efforts to be comfortable. 


In a number of cases ^ e heat drove 
people insana In the streets men, wo- 
men and horses fell as though they had 
been shot The 
horses lay for days 
where they had f a l i ^ There were not 
nmbnl^ces enough to'coni^y. the striiók- 
en ¿9 hospitals and not enough wardsior 
beds in the hospitals to receive them. At 
times boys and men^ maddétíéd by the 
heat, plunged into òity íountiains and 
bathed and swam in their shallow 
depths, And, as always and forever, it 
was the poor, the very poor, who suffer- 
ed most

If the heated term of 1896 shall con- 
tinue long enough to infuse into the 
American people some knowledge in re- 
gard to eating and dressing in torrid 
weather, it will not have come in vain. 
Budyard Kipling sáys that one must 
hunt fi^r particulair spots in India if he 
.wishesito find a place where he is as un- 
comfortaÚe as he is in many parts of 
the United States during even our ordi- 
nary summér "weather. 
/•One reason is that in America we do 
, not know hiow to clothe ourselves for 
high temperature. The pioneer fathers 
and mothera understood. 
In summer 
they wore linen and cotton garments, 
which the women themselves wove and 
made. These garments could be washed 
and made cool and sweet as often aa 
necessary. 
Now, however, we have 
changed all that We take our fashions 
frrom London and Paris, wheré really 
íiot weather Is unknown. 
•'Ì Niatu^ and reaspn te^ch that very lit 
tie fdo¿ shfculd be consumed in hot 
vreather. Fruits and cooling nonalco- 
holic drinks should constitute the diet 
for such weather, instead of meats and 
heavy pastry. All kinds of food should 
be partaken of sparingly.. At least half 
of our food goes to maintain animal 
heat In a time when animal heat is al- 
ready too great therefore, half of our 
cold weather food should be omitted. 


Nature and reason teach also that 
when the thermometer is in-the nineties 
man's greatest blessing is pure cold wa- 
ter, water used plentifully inside the 
human body àhd outside^ water sprs^^ 
upon, walls and sidewalks^, ^^ter for 
•sprmkling streets and lawna There is, 
too, such a thing as keeping cocA in one's 
mind. The less we think and fret over 
the hot weather the less it will bother 
us. The man who takes a cold bath 
twice a day, or once at least who 
clothes himself as thinly as fashion per- 
mits and partakes lightly of food and 
. goes along day by day doing each hour 
the duty that comes uppermost, thinking 
not at all about the heat, at least no 
mpre than he is obliged to, will find he 
is able to be comfortable and sleep 
nights even in hot weather.

upon his executive ability, promptness and 
general ability that the success or failure 
of the plans of the commanding general 
depend. Either in wartime or in peace he 
a busy man^ but when the army Is in 
action he is esp^ially sq,- 
Although he 
does not always have to face bnllets, he Is 
called upon to shoulder heavy responsibili- 
ties. 


It la the duty of the quartermaster's de- 
partment to provide transportation, both 
by land and water, for all troops and all 
material of war. 
It furnishes horses for 
the artillery and cavalry and pack trains, 
including.wagons and animals. Itprovides 
and distributes clothing, tents, ramp and 
garrison equipage, forage, lumber and all 
materials for camps and garrisons. 
It 
builds barracks, storehouses, hospitals, pro- 
vides wagons and ambulance 
harness, 
builds or charters ships, steamers, boats, 
docks and wharves, constructs and repairs 
roads, railways and bridges, clears out pb- 
structiqns in rivers and harboré when nec- 
essary for military 
purposes, 
prO^des 
grounds and buildings for military en- 
campments, pays, all general expenses of 
military movements not assigned to some 
Other department, and finally provides and 
maintains milibiry cemeteries, In which 
the dead of the army are buried. 


At the head of this big department is 
the quartermaster general. 
He has the 
rank of a brigadier general, with oflSces and 
headquarters at. Washington. 
He draws a 
salary of: about $7,500, depending upon the 
length of his service. 
Under him he has 
four assistant quartermaster generals, with 
the rank of colonel; eight deputy quarter- 
master generals, with the rank of lieuten- 
ant coloncl; 14 quartermasters, who rank 
as majors, and 80 assistant quartermasters, 
with the rank of captain. 


To these ofadals is delegated the duty of 
making contracts for all kinds of army 
supplies. 
These are kept in large depots, 
of which thei^ are several in various parts 
of the country. 
In the supply dejwta ev- 
erything that a soldiér has use for In con- 
nection with his calling is kept, from salt 
pork to woolen blankets. 
When a body of 
troops is to be moved from one part of the 
country • to another, tiie quartermaster's 
department is notified 
It is expected to 
fiurnish transportation, food and shelter 
during the trip. 
While this entails the 
looking after many details in time of peace, 
the work of the department is vastly in- 
creased when a march 
is to be 
made 
through an enemy ' s country. Yet the Work 
must be done, and every detail, from the 
setting of a cast shoe on a cavalry horse to 
the building of a bridge across a big river, 
must be promptly attended to. 


General Sawtelle Is familiar with every 
branch of tha work of his department, for 
he has spent more than 85 years in this 
service. 
He entered West Point In 1850 
and was graduated in 1854. He spent the 
next seven years in the infantry, and as a 
first lieutenant was transferred to the quar- 
termaster's department at the breaking out 
of the civil war. 


During the war he was stationed for 
time at Porryville, Md., and in May, 1863, 
he was in the Virginia campaign, being 
engaged in disembarking and forwarding 
troops and supplies for the Army of the 
Potomac from 'Fort Monroe and other 
points. 
For three months he was acting 
chief quartermaster of that army and su- 
pervised the forwarding of supplies from 
Washington during the Maryland 
cam- 
paign. 
In May, 1864, he was chief quar 
term aster at Brownsville, Tex., and look 
charge of the transports and supplies for 
the relief of Banks' army.

STORY OF A SUNSTROKE 


How the City Man Is Rescued 
From the Heat Demon. 


lOE 
BATHS IN THE HOSPITAL. 


How Treatment of Heat Prostration Has 


I Advimced In Recent Years—The Farm- 


! er. Who Works In the San, Seldom Saf- 


ferà From Sunstroke. 


"Say, what's the matter with him?" 
"Knocked out by the heat. " 
"Too bad! What is being done?" 
"Nothing now, but a policeman has 
gone to send in a hurry call. " 


Then the man on the outside edge of 
the crowd stepped into a shaded door- 
way and, prompted by a sort of morbid 
curiosity, waited for developments. 
It 
was during a hot spell.

a week^ the mercury had been chmbing 
higher and higher every day. 
It had 
started in each morning at from 80 to 
85 degrees, mounted to 92, 95 or 96 de- 
grees by 3 or 8 o'clock in the afternoon 
and reluctantly sunk during the night, 
only to commence again its anxiously 
watched journey the next day. 


The first day or two were endurable 
because the atmosphere was compara- 
tively dry, but gradually the air became 
' 
saturated with moisture, and the per- 
spiration which came to the surface 
found nothing to dry it up. 
All day 
long the sun poured down on the pave- 
ments and cobblestones until they be- 
came almost blistering to the touch. 
The great structures of brick and iron 
and stone which lined the city streets 
absorbed the heat as a sponge soaks up 
water. At night, after the sun had sunk 
to rest into a bank of red clouds which 
looked like a fieiy furnace, they gave 
' out't^ia heSit Sii quivering Waves which 
could-be felt if they could not be seen. 
The slow breezes which did manage to 
find their way about the town were like 
drafts from an open oven door. 


And the people of the city—oh, they 
just fiweitered and sweltered and swel- 
tered. 
They got through the day as 
best they might and went to their homes 
to struggle through a night that was 
worse than the day had been. 
All who 
'staid within 
the city suffered, some 
more than others, of course. 
But the 
( rich man found the faint breeze which 
barely stirred the filmy lace curtains of 
his chamber just as disappointing as did 
the laborer who crawled out on the iron 
fire escai)e of his squalid tenement. Both 
, waited in vain for a cool, invigorating 
breath which might help them to live 
through the broiling, burning day that 
they knew was coming. 


This condition of affairs had existed 
for what had seemed an interminable 
length of time. The heat demon was at 
his worst. 
Small consolation it was to 
learn from the morning newspapers that 
- over nearly the entire country the same 
terrific heat was being experienced. 


But to return to the man on the side- 
walk. He had been helped into the shade 
and a glass or two of ice water had been 
dashed into his purple face. 
It was a 
clear case of sunstroke, so said the peo- 
ple who stood around. 
The big police- 
man fanned himself with his helmet 
and roughly pushed aside tlie lookers on. 
He had rung up a hurr^ call and was 
waiting for the ambulance. 


Clang! 
Clang! 
Olangety clangety 
clang! 


"Here comes the ambulance," the 
bystanders said to each other. 


Down through the crowded street at 
a swift gait comes a black, low bodied 
wagon, whose pneumatic tired wheels 
roll easily along over the pavements. 
The driver rings a big gong with his 
foot while he skillfully guides the reek- 
ing horse. 
On the seat behind sits the 
surgeon's young man, who seems rather 
to enjoy the situation and who calmly 
smokes a cigarette as he watches the 
people turn and stare after the ominous 
looking vehicle. 
He is but a newly

fledged physician, but he assumes the 
indifference and coolness of an army 
surgeon. 


Soon the ambulance is backed up to 
the sidewalk and the am bulaiice doctor 
has made a hasty examination of the 
heat victim. The prostrate man is roiled 
on to a stretcher and bundled hastily 
into the ambulance. This done the driver 


whips up his horse, the doctor resumes 
his seat, lights a fresh cigarette and the 
swift drive to the hospital is soon over. 


Two 
attendants grab the stretcher 
handles and carry the patient into the 
main hall, where 
the' house surgeon 
meets them. 
He takes one look at the 
victim's red face, grips the limp wrist 
between his thumb and forefinger for a 
moment and then mutters briefly: 


"Too late. Take him to the ice bath." 
The arm 
of 
the unconscious man 
drops with a thump on the stretcher bars 
and swings back and forth as the at- 
tendants trot through the long cool cor- 
B with 
bttrden to the elevator. 


In tins brief exaininatlon the house 
surgeon had decided that tho patient 
was the victim of what is commonly 
known as snustroke. But you don't sup- 
pose he gave it that name, do you? Not 
he. Here was the rscord he made on the 
entry book: 


"No. 146. Received from ambulance 
No. 9, Dr. Freshly, at 2:13 p. m. Diag- 
nosis, pronounced insolation. " 


There were a few more details which 
were filled in later. But it was set down 
as a case of insolation. 
That is the 
medical tei-m for sunstroke. 
The pur- 
plish color of the face and the uncon- 
sciousness of the patient indicated that 
it was a serious case, so the ice bath 
was ordered. 


A few years ago the treatment which 
is now employed in some of the big city 
hospitals would have been denounced 
by doctors of all schools as barbaric and 
criminal cruelty. 
But we are in a pro- 
gressive age and fewer people die from 
heat nowadays than formerly, although 
just as many, if not more, are stricken. 


It was 2:13 when the patient entered 
the hospital. At 2:19 he had been hoist- 
ed to the second floor of the building, 
stripped of his clothing and deposited • 
in a soft meshed hammock suspended 
from a traveling crane. 
Two seconds 
later he had been swung directly over a 
big porcelain bathtub half filled with 
ice and water. 
Down into that chilly 
bath he went with a splash in the 
twinkling of an eye. 


"His temperature is 110 and there is 
no time to lose," the attending physi- 
cian had said. 


For 20 minutes the unconscious man 
was soused up and down in the icy 
water with the chunks of " ice bumping 
and bobbing about him. Sometimes this 
heroic treatment is found to be too se- 
vère and then the patient is hastily 
yanked out and stimulants are forced 
down his throat to revive the action of 
the heart, which has been weakened by 
the shock instead of stimulated. 
But 
in this case it was all right. 
The heart 
began to pump the blood through the 
arteries and veins in a somewhat more 
regular fashion and the physician said 
that the temperature was slowly falling 
from the dangerous point which it had 
reached. 


Finally the surgeon ordered the pa- 
tient to be taken out. The crane carried 
him into an adjoining operating room, 
where 
the man was 
deposited in a 
stretcher. Here was a big tub of cracked 
ice. A white capped nurse came in with 
some linen cloths and speedily manu-

EECUPERATIXG ON THE ROOF, 
factured an ice bag. which she fitted on 
the patient's head like a turban. 
A big 
chunk of ice was placed at his feet, and 
the attendants packed more ice about 
him. 
Then they took pieces of ice and 
rubbed him briskly, as if they were using 
soft sponges. 
This treatment evidently 
had a prompt effect, for soon the man 
opened his eyes, and, although his face 
still shone a deep purple, he became con- 
scious enough to hold with his hands a 
large piece 
of ice which 
the doctor 
placed on his stomach. 


In less than an hour the face of the 
man on the stretcher had lost its pujrplish 
color, his eyes were bright, his breath- 
ing and heart action was regular, and 
his temperature had become normal. 
Then he was taken up on the roof, where 
he was swung in a hammock for hours 
under a canopy in the open air and re- 
covered his strength during a long, re- 
freshing nap. Two days later he left the 
hospital as well as ever. 


"But you had a close call, old man, 
and you'll have to be careful," an at- 
tendant ^ i d as he departed. 


This was one case out of hundreds in 
a big ci1;y. 
Not all of the patients re- 
quire such vigorous or heroic treatment, 
but ice and ice water are plentifully 
used, even in simple cases of heat pros- 
tration. 


It is not always the direct rays of the 
sun that strike down victims. 
Men fall 
by scores in places where the sun never 
shines. 
In sugar refineries, breweries, 
smelters and other places of industry 
where great heat is generated the vic- 
tims are numerous during a hot wavfe. 


It is generally the city man who is 
stricken. 
The farmer works all day in 
the fields and escapes. 
But he drinks 
little or no alcoholic liquors, he eats 
plenty of vegetables and little meat, he 
wears a wide brimmed straw hat, and 
the breeze which lulls him to sleep at 
night is cooled by swepeing over green 
fields and trees and is untainted by con- 
tact with the ovenlike cobblestones and 
brick walls.

sovereign 
grand 
lodge. 
The body soon to convene con- 
sists of about 200 members, but the oc- 
casion is always taken advantage of by 
file Odd Fellows to collect by thousands 
and have a general good time. They usu- 
ally have a banquet, a parade and an 
excursion. 
Most of the Odd Fellows 
bring along their wives and other mem- 
bers of their families, and their gather- 
ings are very enjoyable affairs. 


The present officers of the sovereign 
grand lodge are as follows: Grand sire. 


JOHN W. STKBBIXS, GP.AXD SIRE. 


John W. Stebbins; deputy grand sire, 
Fred Carleton; grand secretary, T. A. 
Ross; grand treasurer, T. R. Mückle. 
The oflfice of grand sire, which is the 
most exalted in the order, has been held 
for the last two years by John W. Steb- 
bins of Rochester. 
He is a lawyer by 
profession and has been eminently suc- 
cessful. 
He is about 65 years old, tall 
and rather spare of figure, but of com- 
manding presence and intellectual ap- 
pearance. He entered the order while a 
young man and soon after became active 
and prominent in the state organiza- 
tion. 
He was elected grand sire of the 
New York state grand lodge in 
1875, 
and when his term of ofläce expired be 
was chosen representative to the sover- 
eign grand lodge, in which position he 
served continuously until he was elected 
deputy grand sire in 1892. He is an ac- 
complished orator and possesses consid- 
erable literary ability. 


Deputy Grand Sire Carle ton, who, 
according to long established custom 
will succeed Mr. Stebbins as grand sire, 
is a resident of Austin, Tex. He entered 
the order in 1871 and three years later 
became a member of the grand lodge of 
Texas. In 1880 he was elected as repre- 
sentative to che sovereign grand lodge 
and held the office aintil he was chosen 
deputy grand sire in 1892. 


The Odd Fellows claim that their 
orgaui?;atiou is a modern one, although 
some attempts have been made to show 
that it had its origin among the Roman 
soldiers in the middle ages. 
The 
first 
account of an order by this name shows 
that it appeared in England in 1745. Its 
object then, as now, was high and pa- 
triotic, "being to uphold the dignity of 
the sovereign of the realm, to assist one 
another in times of misfortune and to 
amuse and instruct one another. " 


The order grew rapidly in England, 
but the lodges were independent and did 
not have one central authority to guide 
and control its destinies. 
Finally the 
Manchester Unity was formed, which 
now has a membership of 856,890. 


The Order of Odd Fellows was planted 
in the United States at Baltimore by 
Thomas Wildey, who organized the first 
independent lodge at Baltimore in 1819. 
The membership of this first lodge was 
but five. Soon after this other lodges

W O M E N DO T H E WORK ON T H E 
UR- 


BAN TRUCK 
FARMS. 


No Poeti-y In This Drudgory, Which 
I n 


the Suburbs of the Great Cities Is Usual- 


ly Performed 
by Women 
of 
Foreign 


Birth. 


It is not only in Franco, Germany 
and other Exiropean countries that wom- 
en work in the fields. Tiiey do it light 
here 
in 
free 
America—thousands of 
them. 
The time has not yet ariived 
when they take the place of men on the 
big western farms. 
They are not yet 
harnessed to the plow with horses and 
oxen to till the prairies. 


It is in the suburbs of the great cities 
that women toil and drudge. 
By the 
sweat of their brows and by the aching 
of their bended backs the fresh vegeta- 
ble delicacies which grace the tables of 
the prosperous city folks are raised. 
In 
most of the outlying metropolitan dis- 
tricts there are scattered tracts' of land 
that will some day be swallowed up by 
the advancing lines of tenements and 
residences, but which for the present 
are utilized as truck farms. 


The 
unobserving city man fondly 
imagines that the crisp lettuce, the rosy 
tinted radishes, the big, luscious toma- 
toes and the other green and varicolored 
pioducts of the .soil which make the 
dinner and breakfast table inviting in 
hot weather come from far out in the 
country. He pictures the honest farmer 
and his broad shouldered sons rising at 
daybreak and plucking the dewy vege- 
tables from the cool, moist soil to the 
music of the bobolink's song, the load- 
ing of the stout farm wagon, the drive 
to the sleepy little village, the wait for 
the onrushing train which is to hustle 
the barrels and baskets cityward. 


It is a pretty picture. 
But it is fic- 
tion—pure, unadulterated fiction. The 
honest farmer cannot pay the railroad 
rates and compete with the city truck 
gardenera 
So he does not bother with 
lettuce, radishes and such things beyond 
providing for his own wants, but raises 
wheat, corn, potatoes, hay, etc., which 
require more space than can be found 
in town. 


The only exception to this is that the 
early vegetables from the south, those 
which appear before the frost is out of 
the ground in the northern states, ai"e 
raised in the open country. 
But the 
summer vegetables, which are consumed 
in such vast quantities by those who 
live in big cities, are largely produced 
within urban limits. 


This changes the pictm'e to one in 
which there is but little poetry. Instead 
of the honest fai-mer there is the foreign

born trucic gardener, "svho rents a patch 
of 
unoccupied 
ground and hires his 
countrywomen to till it for him. 
The 
Poles and Germans seem to take most 
naturally to this business. Perhaps it is 
because it is the work which they were 
accustomed to do in the old country. 
Sometimes the truck farmer does his 
work with the help of the members of 
his own family, but in most cases he 
becomes a capitalist in a limited way 
and gets possession of leases for several 
acres of ground. 
Then, when he comes 
to get his helpers, he hires the cheapest 
labor possible, and that, as is always the 
case, is the labor of women. 


The Polish women seem to be in the 
majority among the truck garden work- 
ers. 
Before they came across the sea 
Wanda and Ilona were accustomed to 
do the hardest part of the work in the 
fields, and they see no reason why they 
should not do it here. 
So, while Yekel 
gets a job digging sewers, grading rail- 
roads or cleaning the streets at ^1.25 a 
day, Wanda goes into the truck garden 
and adds 75 cents or $1 a day to the 
family treasury. 
Meantime their chil- 
dren aic left to play in the streets all 
day about the squalid tenement barracks 
where these people herd. 


Perhaps you have seen them as you 
whirled through the outskirts of some 
big city on an express train. 
Between 
the long rows of vegetables you will see 
bent figures of women drudging 
on 
hands and knees in the baking, scorch- 
ing sunlight. 
That is the way they toil 
from May until October. 
Sometimes 
they work 
with the thermometer at 
from 1^0 to 130 in the sun. There is no 
shade for them. Again, they creep along 
the furrows in two or three inches of 
mud and water. 
The despised scrub- 
woman of the town is an aristocrat be- 
side one of these. Even the street labor- 
ers have easier work. 
The women are 
naturally strong and rugged or tbe work 
would kill them outright. They are used 
to standing in the blistering rays of the 
sun and the driving rain, but the toil 
puts a permanent crook in their backs, 
wrinkles their faces and makes them 
prematurely aged. 


In Greater New York are hundreds of 
such farms, and within the limits of 
Chicago are raised enough vegetables to 
supply the whole of populous 
Cook 
county. 
Gardening is most tedious and 
back breaking work, as everyone knows 
wlio luis ever tried it on even a small 
scale. It is a new condition, and one nod 
as yet v.'idely recognized, which shifts 
this labor to the shoulders of the weaker 
sex.

DYNAMITER AND 
HERO. 


J o h n 
Daly Was 
Elected 
to 
Parliament 
While In Portland Prison. 


John Daly and three other dynamiters 
—Devaney, Whitehead and Gallagher— 
have been released from the British 
prison to which they were sent under 
life sentences for participation in the 
dynamite v.'ar of a dozen years ago. 
They are set free as dying men, as it 
understood that they could have lived 
in prison but a few months longer. 
They will probably come to this coun- 
try if they are able, as most of their 
compatriots 
and 
fellow conspirators 
have done. 


Daly was arrested 
at 
Birkenhead 
April 11, 1884, having been found with 
two dynamite bombs in his possession. 
On the same day James F. Eagan, with 
whom Daly lived, was also arrested. 
They were arrested under the explosives 
act, but as this carried with it a maxi- 
mum sentence of only two years a spe- 
cial law, which was used to convict 
James Mitchell in 1848, was called into 
service. They were convicted of (reason-

felony. 
Daly was sentenced for life 
and Eagan for 20 years. 
Eagan was re- 
leased in January, 1893, and came to 
this country as a delegate from the Am- 
nesty 
association 
of 
Great 
Britain, 
which position he still holds. 


Daly has been in ill health almost 
from the time that he was incarcerated. 
For seven years he was held in Chat- 
ham prison and was then transferred to 
Portland prison. 
All through his im- 
prisonment he has remained 
a 
hero 
among the Irish people. At the last gen- 
eral election he was elected without op- 
position to represent Limerick in par- 
liament and was immediately elected 
sheriff by the Limerick aldermen. 
Of 
course his election to Parliament was 
declared void, as he could not serve, and 
a warrant for another election was is- 
sued. 


Dr. Thomas Gallagher and Albert 
George Whitehead, who were set free at 
the same time as Daly, are both Ameri- 
can citizens. 
They were arrested in 
London in company with two other al- 
leged dynamiters early in 1883, soon 
after the dynamite explosions in the 
Parliament buildings. They were speed- 
ily convicted of treason-felony and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


There are still 12 political prisoners, 
all Irishmen, accused of being impli- 
cated 
in 
dynamite plots, in British 
prisons, and Mr. Eagan expects that the 
efforts of the Amnesty society will soon 
result in the release of all of them. 


FARMER 
LEEDY. 


Becord of thé Fusion Candidat« F o r Gov- 
ernor of Kansas. 


J . W. Leedy, who is the nominee of 
the Populists and Democrats for gov- 
ernor of Kansas, is a genuine farmer 
candidate and a new figure in political 
affairs. 
Until four years ago he took 
but little interest in politics of either 
the state or the nation beyond going 
regularly to the polls on election day 
and casting his vote for the Democratic 
ticket regardless of the men selected. 
But in 1892 he was nominated by the 
Populists for the state senate.

Tho man of the hour is undoubtedly Li 
Hung Chung. Ho is the most distUiguish- 
ed and poweviul forcifincr who lias visited 
America in many years, and in many ways 
he is tho most remarkahle man of his 
times. While ])erlu'.i)s only a Tew thousand 
of us will h;!vo the pleasure of oven seeing 
him, ho is goinpc to (.-irculato around tlio 
country c|uit(! extonsivoly witliin the next 
month or two, and ic is possible that you 
may meet him. 
If you do, you will want 
to know beforehand .¡¡istwhat sort of a 
man he is and all about him. 


He is 74 years old, Init is as vigorous as 
a man of 50. 
He stands G feet and 1 inch 
in his stocking feet and wears shoes with 
soles an inch thic^k, so ho is a commanding 
figure vrhen he stands u])right. 
Lii is liis 
family name, but it is written first beciiuse 
the orientals do everything in what seems 
to us the reverse order. . He does not like 
to be called Li Hung, because there was a 
famous Chinese rebel Ijy that name, and 
Li is a patriotic man. 


Li is the most pov.-erful man in China, 
hardly excepting tho eraperor himself, and 
he is said to bo the richest man in tlie 
world. 
His wealth must be something 
enormous, for he owns vast manufacturing 
industries in China and has palaces by the 
dozen. 
He is the only man in Cliina wlio 
has an ai'iny of his own, and it is said the 
wholesome fear of the 10,000 well drilled 
and well armed troops whichLi can put into 
the field has more than once saved his Iiead 
from being sacrificed to satisfy the hatred 
of his Manchurian enemies, who have groiit 
influence with the emperor. As viceroy of 
one of the richest provinces in the Chinese 
empire he has introduced cotton manufac- 
tories, railroads, telegraph and other prod- 
ucts of modern civilization, much to his 
own pecuniary benefit, but greatly to the 
disgust of the conservative Manchurians. 
Li, by tho way, is of pure Chinese blood 
and is proud of the fact. He is a self made 
man and has risen from among the com- 
mon people. 


Li is a widower and greatly mom'ns the 
loss of his second wife, who was an excep- 
tionally competent business woman and 
took entire charge of tlie affairs of his ex- 
tensive household. 
It was no small task, 
as the viceroy has jnorc than 1,000 per- 
sonal servants. 
But the late Mrs. Li was 
said to have been a person of most luxu- 
rious tastes, having a wardrobe which con- 
sisted of more than 600 fur robes, 2,000 
coats of the finest silk and 13,000 txouser- 
ettes of the costliest materials and most 
elaborate designs. ;Mrs. Li evidently felt 
her position and tried to dress the part. 


Li comes to America with the Siime big 
retinue of servants which followed him 
during his visits to all the capitals of Eu- 
rope, so do not invite him to stay over- 
night at your house unless you are pre-

Li is an educated man, but no linguist, 
and there is no use in trying to make him 
understand pigeon English. 
In his sUiff, 
however, he has interpreters who under- 
stand all sorts of languages. He is a great 
student of Chinese literature and history. 


Among other members of Li's suit arc 
two European physicians, one of whom 
administers daily electric baths to tho 
gretit viceroy's face as apreciiution against 
a paralytic stroke from which Li has al- 
ready suffered twice. He also has his coivni 
along with him, and two attendants have 
this as tlieir special charge. It is a mahog- 
any casket, elaborately Civrved and deco- 
rated, and was made ten years ago from a 
single log. 


Li has been a public official of more or 
less importance for half a century, but this 
is his first visit to tJiC western world, and 
he is seeing many new and strange things. 
It is reported that lie took tiie llattering 
receptions and attentions which were show- 
ered upon liim by European nations rather 
cynically, and that ho looks forward to his 
travels in America with soinetldng of a 
sense of relief. 
It is not thought that his 
visit hero in madewitli any import/int dip- 
lomatic negotiations in ^iew, although he 
comes with a lug yellow silk envelope ad- 
dressed to President Cleveland.

Yacht Racing: a Growing Fad Among Eng- 


lish Women, Some of W h o m Are Skill- 


ful and Plucky Skippers—Few American 


Women Sail Their Own Boats. 


There arc a few American women who 
can handle tho tiller of a sailing yacht, and 
some of them are well known society wom- 
en, but where there is one such on this 
side of the ocean there are a dozen Eng- 
lish women who are skilled in all sorts of 
sea lore. 


Tho Solent and Southampton water are 
tho favorite haunts of tho English yachts- 
women, but jnany of them are daring 
enough to steer out into the tempestuous 
waters of tho channoL 
Yacht races in 
which women act as skippers and crews 
are common enough there, wl'Se in Amer- 
ican waters such events are decided novel-

ties. Among the wealthy and aristocratic 
English women yachting has come to be a 
jTopular fad. Many of them own their own 
boats and handle them without male as- 
sistance of any kind. 


The nearest that American society wom- 
en ever came to adopting this fad was a 
summer or two ago, when a series of la- 
dies' sailing races were arranged in the 
comparatively still waters of Newport har- 
bor. Mrs. Georgo Gould, Mrs. Robert Ise- 
lin and a number of other women entered, 
and there was a good deal of comment 
over the fact that they handled small sail- 
boats in a short race, but in eiich boat 
there was a competent sailor man, who 
held himself ready to lend a hand in case 
of emergency. 


What would these ladles think of follow- 
ing some such noted English yachtswom- 
an as Mrs. G. A. Schenley through a sea- 
son's racing. Mrs. Schenley began more 
than a dozen years ago to be a yachtswom- 
an on her own account. She inherited her 
love for things nautical from her father, 
who was Captain Hughes, one of the 
founders of tlie Yaclit Racing association. 
She began with a 2 >i rater and had a new 
boat built almost every year. 
Sometimes 
she was successful, and again her boat 
would be able to -win a race only occasion- 
ally, until she came to own the Flat Fish, 
a ilve rater, which swept everything before 
it one soiison under the skillful manage- 
ment of Mrs. Schenley. Many of her races 
wore sailed in half a gale of wind, with 
tho lee rail awash and the salt spray dash- 
ing over the cockpit in showers. But Mrs. 
Schenley is not afraid of a wetting. 
She 
dons a suit of oilskins and spreads a whole 
sail in rough weather with the pluckiness 
of an enthusiastic sailor. 


:Mfs. Maud Sutton is another intrepid 
English yachtswoman. She and her sister, 
jNIiss Winifred, were the first to import 
American built half raters into English 
waters. 
Their first craft was a"HerreshGff 
boat, whick won all the prizes in sight the 
first season she appeared in the Solent. 
The two young women often sailed their 
boat alone in exciting races. 


Jliss Hardi© .Tacksorf is another English 
yachtswoman of note. For two seasons 
she owned a winning 2M rater, sailing in 
every race as ti member of the crew and 
now and then taking the wheel herself. 


Miss Constance E. Bennett of London is 
another plucky yachtswoman, and she has 
won many prizes in'ladies' races. 
During 
a recent season she sailed the crack half 
rater Spruce III, which won more than 
40 jjrizes. 
This same boat has a great in- 
clination to Siiil on edge, having small 
beam and a b i g ^ i l area, but that fact did 
not bother Miss Bennett, and she has of- 
ten refused to ease a sheet when her boat 
was heeled over so far that half the stand- 
ing room was afloat. Sho has the reputa- 
tion of beirfg a most skillful as well as 
daring helmswoman and can round a buoy 
with a precision that has won her much 
applause and many races.

The Thons&nds Who Rushed to th« Tnkoa 


Goldfielda I^ast Spring Are 
StragiElinc 


Back, and Most of Them Betorn Empty 


Handed—Hard Lnck Stories. 
^ 


The gold seekers who poured into Alas- 
ka last spring with such hopeful enthusi- 
asm are beginning to return, and the gen- , 
eral opinion seems to be that our great 
northwest territory is far from being an 
El Dorado. Most of the prospectors return 
emptyhanded, with tales of terrible suffer- 
ing and privations. 
Some have not come 
back at all, but have ^rished from flood . 
and cold and starvation in the icy rivers 
and rocky mountain passes of that inhos- 
pitable Ifind. A fortunate few have brought 
back gold in quantities which apparently 
richly repays them for braving the dangers 
and hardships of the Alaskan prospector's 
life. There are still some who have deter- • 
minetl to winter in the goldflelds in spite " 
of the prospects of a famine, during the" 
long, severe months which are before 
them. 


It is estimated that from 3,000 to 3,000 
men went into the Alaskan goldfielda last 
spring. 
Many of them were residents of 
tho Pacific coast, but there were fortune . 
hunters in the crowd from almost every 
state in the Union. 
Those who have re- 
turned are all agreed upon one point—that 
tho journey is a most diflScult and danger- 
ous one and that the chances are largely 
against success. 


Of the 100 men who landed at San Fran- 
cisco from the steamer Berth^ after hav- 
ing passed several months in Alaska, ijot 
more than half a dozen broiight back gold. 
Some of them, however, brought back a 
store of bitter experience. One of these 
was C. H. Metcalfe of 'Detroit. 
He had 
read last winter of the high prices which 
articles of food and clothing were bring- 
ing in the Yukon mining camps, and he 
determined to become a trader in Alaska. 
He went to Seattle last February and ptir- 
chased a stock of goods weighing about 
6,000 pounda This he started to take into 
the interior of Alaska. He had to pay na- 
tives big prices to pack his heavy freight 
over the steep ChUkat pass, and then he 
had to build a boat 33 feet long in which 
to take it down the Yukon. 


He met with no mishaps until lie came 
to the dangerous White Horse rapids in 
the Lewes river. The boat had nearly pass- 
ed through the rapids In safety when,the 
bow crashed on a rock, and Metcalfe, with 
every pound of his merchandise, was spill- 
ed into the icy water. He narrowly escaped 
drowning and managed to reach the shore 
only to find himself in the midst of a wil- 
derness without a mouthful to eat. His man 
helped him build a fire," and after his 
clothes were dried they started down the 
river, looking for some vestige of the car- 
go. All that could be foimd was a part of 
tho wreck, in which remained .a sack of 
beans and a few poimds of soaked bacon. 
They managed to patch upa skiff, and

finally reached a settlement. Very natural- 
ly Metcalfe does not think much of Alaska 
as a place to do business in. 


Among other passengers on the steamer 
was Omer Maris, a young man. who made 
the trip down the Yukop from its source • 
mainly for the purpose of taking photo- 
graphs of the wild, and rugged scenery. 
He carried a large camera with him and 
secured hundreds .of pictures. His trip 
was filled with exciting adventures and 
rough exi)erlences. 


John Miller, a native of Sweden, was 
one of the few fortunate ones. He entered 
the Yukon two years before and returned 
on the same steamer with Metcalfe, having 
in his trunk an old boot flJied with gold 
nuggets. 
He had struck Forty Mile Camp 
on the Yukon with hardly a dollar, but Jie 
had been there but a short time when he 
ran across "pay dirt," staked out a claim, 
and in two months had 20 men at work 
for him, paying them $10 a day. 
After 
I)aying out about i13,000 in wages he had 
$54,000 left as the results of a few months' 
work. Two or three other passengers on 
the steamer had struck it rich to the 
amount of from $5,000 to $10,000, 


Two New York men who wen^ to Alas- 
ka had a very drfEerent experieme. 
They 
had read some alluring accounts of the big 
fortunes that were being made in the new 
goldflelds and had half decided to try 
their fortunes there when they met an old 
acquaintance, who urged them to accom- 
pany him. He had just jreturned from 
Alaska and declared that he had two val- 
uable claims which he would give them if 
they woidd go along with him. 


"But is there really goW there?" aekefi 
one of the men. 


"Gold!" exclaimed the veracious travel- 
er. ' • "Why, in one day last winter I paimed 
out $80 worth of nuggets and dust through 
a hole cut in the ice.'' 


That settled it for the two New York- 
ers. They gave up good positions, took 
what money they could get together, and 
after a long journey across the continent 
reached Seattle. From there they sailed 
for Cook's inlet, and flnal^ reached Sun- 
rise City. For three weeks they washed 
out dirt without findinsc a sign of yellow 
metal. 
They also discovered that the ice 
In winter there was about 12 feet thick 
and was often covered three or four times 
as deep by snow. • So they concluded that 
their professed friend had lied to them. 
Thoroughly disgusted, they returned to 
Simrise City, where they disposed of their 
outfits and started for New York as quick- 
ly as possible. They report that they saw 
many others who had had a somewhat 
similar experience. 
It is probable Ithat 
there will not bo such a mad rush for 
Alaska next May as there was last spring.

The "king of moonshiners," Albert L. 
Wheeler, who for years defied the most 
daring men in tlie employ of the United 
States government, was arrested in a hut 
in the Missouri mountains and taken to 
St. Louis for trial. 
The marslials caught 
a fox aslepp. 
They awoke him only when 
he was covered by revolvers, held, as he 
knew, by men who would shoot him if he 
moved. 


"Dead or alive. Wheeler?" one of them 
asked him. 


"You've got me," the " k i n g " replied. 
"I'll go alive." 


Wheeler was never under arrest before, 
yet for 20 years no moonshiner has ever

been hunted so persistently. It is estimat- 
ed that the relentless pursuit of this man 
has cost 20 lives. 
Often his confederates 
were killed or captured. 
He fought when 
there was a chance to win, and when there 
was not he made for the mountain fastt 
nesses, .which no man knew as he did, and, 
safe where none could follow, he planned 
the establishment of illicit stills in other 
places.

But at last the quarry, believ- 
ing they had shaken off the hounds, stop- 
ped for sleep in a little hut three miles 
from Houston. .Eitzpatrick and Brennan, 
after waiting until they were sure the 
moonshiners were asleep, crept from the 
timber and approached the enemy. 
They 
found Wheeler and Lou McArthur, one of 
his lieutenants, in deep slumber, their 
rifles beside them. 


Eitzpatrick kicked the rifles out of reach 
and stood over Wheeler with a revolver. 
Brennan did the same for McArthur. The 
men made no resistance, realizing that 
they would be killed if they did. 
The 
Ijfisohers were handcuffed and led over a 
well nigh impassable road to the nearest 
railroad station.

Had the hut been guarded while he 
slept, as it was his custom to have it, , he 
might still be brewing whisky.

9. "And Absalom rodo upon a mule." 
The rebellion 
of last lesson developed, 
David fled from Jerusalem, and crossing 
the Jordan came to Mahanaim, where ho 
was kindly cared for by Barzillai 
and 
others (chapter xvil, Si-SO). David's army 
went forth to battle in three divisions un- 
der Joab and Abishai, his relatives, and 
Ittai the Gittite. 
See Ittai's devotion to 
David in chapter xv, SI, and now see his 
position as a loader in David's army. Those 
who are now faithful to Christ in the time 
of His rejection will bo surprised at their 
appointments in His kingdom by and by. 


10. "And a certain man saw it and told 
Joab and said, Behold .1 saw Absalom 
hanged in an oak." 
Evidently the man 
was no friend of Absalom's, or he would 
have released him. 
Whore were all his 
friends? 
Every one failed him, and, as he 
was an enemy to God as well as to his 
father, he was desperately alone. 
When 
God is for us, we are never alone and need 
never fear though 
all be against 
us. 
Blessed are those who trust in Him. 


11. "Behold, thou savest him, and why 
didst thou not smite him there to the 
ground?" 
Thus spake Joab to the man 
who-brought the tidings. 
There was no 
pity in the heart of Joab nor any regard 
for the entreaty of David, though it may 
bo that he really believed that the death 
of Absalom was the only way to the peace 
of "the kingdom. After David's death Joab 
followed Adonijah rather than Solomon 
and was slain while holding on to the horns 
of the altar (I Kings ii, 38-34.) 


13. " I n our hearing the king charged 
thee and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Be- 
ware that none touch the young man Ab- 
salom." If, then, he would not lay a finger 
upon Absalom, not even for a great re- 
ward, why did he not for David's sake re- 
lease Absalom from his perilf 
Was he 
afraid of Joab's wrath as well as of griev- 
ing the king, or did he hope that Joab 
would take Absalom a prisoner and bring 
him unharmed to the king? 
The fear of 
man bringeth a snare, but to do the right 
thing, as in the sight of Godj requires more 
grace than many seem to have. 


13. "There is no matter hid from the 
king." 
Well, whatever David might or 
might not know, we are sure that "all 
things are naked and opened unto the eyes 
of Him with whom we have to do" (Heb. 
iv, 13). "The Lord searcheth all hearts and 
understandeth all the imaginations of the 
thoughts" (I Chron. xxviii, 9). "There is 
not a word in my tongue but so, O Lord, 
Thou knowest it altogether" (Ps. cxxxix, 
4). It is even, written, " I know the things 
that come into your mind, every one of 
them" :(Ezek. si, 5). 


14, 15. "And ten young men that bare 
Joab's armor compassed about and smote 
Absalom and slew him." 
Joab having 
thrust three darts into his heart while he 
was yet alive in the oak, his young men 
finish the work and Absalom is dead. The 
beautiful but cruel Ab^lom, who had it 
in his heart to kill even his own father, is 
slain. 
There was nothing bravo or noble 
iu killing a man who could not defend 
himself, so Absalom may be said to have 
perished miserably. 
Truly the way of the 
ungodly shall not prosper. 


16. "And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing after 
Israel, for Joab held back the people." 
The leader being dead, the back of the re- 
bellion .was broken and there was no rea- 
son for unnecessary slaughter; therefore 
the people are recalled from pursuing. 
In 
the conflict in which wo are engaged we 
are for our David, God'« beloved Son, and 
He gives armor sufficient to protect us 
and a sword which will conquer,every ene- 
my (Eph. vi, 10-18). Our great enemy will, 
however, not be slain by any of us; neither 
will he be conquered till Jesus comes. 


17. "And they took Absalom and cast 
him into a great pit in the wood and laid 
a very great heap of stones upon him, and 
nil Israel fled every one to his tent." Thus 
they disposed of bis body. But where was 
he? 
When Paul was stoned to death and 
left for dead at Lystray, he himself was 
enjoying glorious things in paradise. Com- 
pare II Cor. xii, 8-4, with Acts xiv, 19, 
and observe the dates. 
See also Stephen's 
experience as he was being stoned to death 
iu Acts vii, 65, 56, 59. 
Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord. To die is gain. 
But 
concerning 
such as Absalom, our 
Lord Jesus has drawn aside the veil in 
Lakexvl, 23, See also Rev. xiv, 9-11. And' 
although these things are fearful to con- 
template they are written by a God of 
Love, who is not willing that any should 
perish (Johniii, 16; II Peter iii, 9). Absa- 
lom in his lifetime had built a pillar and 
called it by his own name, but there is 
something better than a name on earth. 
Compare Jer. xvii, 13, and Luke x, SO. In 
the following verses of our chapter we 
have the story of one who ran with tidings 
for the king, and also of one who insisted 
upon running but who had no tidings, 
and who, therefore, although ho was the 
.fleetest runner, had to stand aside. 
It is 


folly, to run without being sent and hav- 
ing no tidings to carry. 
The message in 
the word of God is'plain, "That ho may 
run that readeth it" (Hab. ii, 2), not as is 
often quoted, "That he that runs may 
read." 
The idea is, first get your message 
and then ruii and tell it. 
It is the privi- 
lege of every believer to be a bearer of tid- 
ings, not such as Cushi bore, but glad tid- 
ings of groat joy for all people. 


33. "And the king said unto Cushi, Is 
the young man Absalom safe?" The king's 
one thought was for his erring son more 
than for the welfare of the kingdom. 
As 
Joab said, ','1 perceive that if Absalom had 
lived and all we had died this day, then it 
had pleased thee well" (chapter xix, 6). 
Does not David's love for this bad son 
shadow forth the love of God, who loved us 
even when wo were dead in sins? (Eph. ii, 
4, 5.) How great the love ' that would die 
for His enemies! 
"Behold what manner 
of love," "Hereby perceive we the love of 
God." 


83. "Oh, my son Absalom; my son, my 
sonAbsaloml 
Would God I had died for 
thee, O Absalom, my son, my soul" 
Five 
times he says "uiy sou." 
Here is abun- 
dance of grief, for the number five in 
Scripture is associated with abundance. 
David knew that he was ready to meet 
God, 
but Absalom 
was not, 
and 
the 
thought of seeing him no more forever was 
Iwartrending. 
But it is to bo feared that 
ho was like Eli, honoring his son above 
God (I Sam. ii, 29). 
Wo must stand with 
God even though we stand against those 
who are very dear to us. 
After tlie death 
of Absalom the king did not at once re- 
turn tu Jerusalem, not till all Juclah as 
one man invited him back (chapter xix, 
11-11). 
Is our Lord wonderiug why we do 
not cry, ''Even so, come, Lord Jesus?" 
(Hev. xxii, 20.)

MISOIHECTEI)^ GENIUS. 


Ability Displayed by a Gang of 
Railroad Robbers. 


BUT Tin-Y w É u i : ( ARIANI AT LAST. 


Robbed Freight Trains lu an Ingenious 


Planner and Dispos»-«! of Their IJooty 
With Consmmnat« Skill—A I'itched Bat- 
tle With the Uotectives, 


In tlie penitentiary at Joliet, Ills., Rorv- 
ing out a sentence which ^v^U take four 
years more to comjilete, is a ni.in not yet 
;50, who was one of the most daring and 
ingenious railroad thieves that the COUTI- 
try ever produced. 
lie commenced opera- 
tions at an early age, stealing- from tho 
cars as they were standing in the yards of 
the various depots. 
This eventually re- 
sulted in his being .sent to tho house of 
correction for one year. 
After serving his 
time lie began again in the old way and 
soon got a 12 luonths' sentence to the 
county jail. 
The city was getting too hot 
to hold him, and, with three companions, 
lie formed a gang to transfer tho field of 
operations to tho country. 


In many parts of tho cotintry railroads 
cross or run close to each other, and on ev- 
ery railroad are water tanks, wliere tho 
different engines stop to fill the boilers. 
One of his first scheincs, which worked 
well for awhile, was to buy a, ticket to 
some point near the city and pick pockets 
or get hold of valises and drop out vrith 
them at short stops for water and disap- 
pear in the darkness, where a confederate 
would bo on hand with a light buggy to 
drive him away. 
No clothing found , in 


their methods, hiding place, moae or flis- 
posing of the stolen property, and, in short, 
made ¡i clean breast tff the whole matter. 
The leader when hi'oapod from the cars 
on that night innuediately fled for the 
farmhouse and was very much disturbed 
to know of the capture. The first member 
of the gang who had been caught was a 
man who could be di'pended upon never to 
"squeal," but this second man was not so 
reUahle. 


A hurried consultation that night result- 
ed in an arrangement to scatter in differ- 
ent direi'tions in ;M hours and await de- 
veln])inents. 
lJut in the afternoon of the 
jiext day th(> Uuiants were siu-i>rised to see 
a wagon lilled with men sweep round the 
tall osage orange hedge near the barnyard 
and come straight for the house. 
The 
thieves had felt so se(Hire of tho time in 
which they had to escape that they had 
not re(ikoned of the day and night work of 
the railroad detective 
or of the special 
train to bring his men to the scene of ac- 
tion. They sprang to the doors, barricaded 
them, and seizing their weapons a\vaitcd 
developments. 


"Surre,ndcr!" called the special agent 
from outside. 
"We know you. 
Johnson 
has squealed.'' 


A bullet from inside just grazed his hat 
and ended further verbal confidences. 
A 
riittling volley from tho oflxcerswas replied 
to by a fusillade of pistol shots from with- 
in. 
One of the posse got a bullet through 
his hip and was taken out to tho barn and 
was laid up for reptiir.?. 
One of the men 
in the house was shot through tho right 
hand and rendered almost helpless. 
Tho 
Bituation was desperate for the men inside, 
nnd they finally decided to surrender. 
A 
Iiandkerchief was stuck out through 
a 
broken pane of 
glass, 
and 
hostilities 
stopped. 


Tho men came out singly and were 
handcuffed and put in a wagon. 
At tho 
trial they all pleaded guilty and received 
heavy sentences. The gang was thorough-

these valia3s was eve/ used. 
Everything 
but money and jewelry was burned. 
If 
there was any jewelry, the gold was melt- 
ed and aold; if watches, the works were 
thrown a.way and the cases melted down. 
Sometiruies d haul of this kind was a rich 
one. Once or twice a jewelry drummer was 
slyly drugged by a di-ink out of a bottle 
and his cases obtained. 


But that sort of thieveiy finally became 
too risky. 
Onco he was confronted by a 
man whose valisa he had grabbed, and no 
amount of excusesaor iirotestations of in- 
nocence would avail. 
The conductor was 
appealed to, anad upon an offer to prove his 
identity by tho bjiggage master the three 
men started forward. 
As they crossed the 
second platform "the thief suddenly sprang 
from the train. 
Before jnwsuit was possi- 
ble he was lost sight oí. 
This was at ! 
night. 
The jump from the car sent him | 
tumUT.ing into a ravine and gave him a 
l^adly sprained shoulder and several minor 
bruises, which laid him tiipfor a week or so. 


Up to this time no "hold up" had been 
attempted and no depredations on freiglit 
ca.rs had been made. 
Tho pals got togeth- 
er and considered the qTQestion of what 
next. 
The one in town who had disposed 
of old gold and 
sold wJiat diamonds 
liad been stolen, was called into consulta- 
tion. 
It was resolved to ma ke a move in 
tlie way of robbing freight cars, and the I 
leader's 
first 
thought was to get some j 
farmer's boy to join the gang. After some | 
browsing arouiicl they found a boy of about i 
23 wlio had £i deep grudjje against railroads j 
generally. 
He had lost a brother at a rail- 
road crossing accident, and the failure to 
collect anything by law from the com- 
pany had left him in a frame of mind 
where a chanco to get even would not be 
too closely scrutinized. 


The gang took him to the city and spent 
money on him until th ey had gained his 
confidence, and when tl ley unfolded their 
plans lie was ready to j( )in them. ' A steep 
grade three mileg from his farm was util- 
ized by the gang moun ümg freight trains 
at or near a watering itank below it and 
breaking into the cars a s the trains went 
up tho gradK. 
Boxes of boots, shoes and 
clothing and miscellane DUS merchandise 
were dumped by the side « )f tho track. The 
farmer boy loaded the stuff into an ordi- 
nary farm wagon and to« Jk it to his barn. 
Here the merchandise "v.-as wrapped 
in 
canvas and put into guni ly sacks and aft- 
erward baled up in "liay, 
íith the hay on 
the sides, top and hottoni, concealing tho 
contents. This hay was sb ipped into town 
and a hay store sta rted by one of the con- 
spirators. 
He soli i some Jiay, but ho ship- 
ped stuff south ai id west, and large lots of 
merchandise wer< ; dispotied of with profit 
to the conspirât ors. 
ITie boards of the 
boxes and all evidences c i the coverings of 
the goods were thrown dow^^n an old dry 
well in a'field not far fro m the farmhouse. 


Once in the toils of tlaa gang, the young 
farmer showf d a slirew dness which won 
him the admiration of Ids associates. 
Ho 
insisted on r ainy nights for tho depreda- 
tions, so the', c the storni would oblitei-ato 
the wheel tr acks and beca^use fewor peoplo 
were abroad 
on 
such mglits. 
He also 
changed the places of breaking into the 
cars to disliant pointK, hid the plunder in 
the woods tuui got it luiine in the daytime 
by covering it with wood or hay. 


One night two members' of the gang 
boarded, a freight and broke into a car ;ind 
were .surprised in the act Ijy detect 1 ^es. 
The st/uff was thrown out before thej I'.is- 
coveiedthe officers, audiisliarp pistol fight 
iniujuediatoly began. 
One of the tlüeve« 
was shot through t!ie rlghi shoulder and 
fell from the car, badly hi Tiising himself 
as he fell, and the other escaped with a 
bullet in his leg. 
The one who fell from 
the c.ir was captured, prost ciited and sent 
to the v*^''dtentiary. 
The f jrnier boy, who 


was almost as nuporraiit "in tne counsels 
of the roiibers as the leader, proposed a six 
months' period of total ii la cition as fur as 
that scction of the counti-A" a-s as concerned.

the lui.unl.uins to thi; south of the Ar- 
kausasriver. It was Sunday, and our party 
had .stojjped for rest on tho ;:i.immit of F.l 
Sangre di- Christo pass, 10,UtiO feet above 
the sea level. 


At the foot of the slope and eight miles 
to the westward on the edge of San Luis 
park was F(U't Garland, at this time com- 
manded by Col')!;el Christopher Carson, 
brevet brigadier j .-eneral of volunteers and 
better known to ihe world as " K i t " Cur- 
son, the fanujus ex]>lorer and scot:t. 


Anxious 
to 
meet tlie man who had 
gtiided our troojis in ^léxico, coitducted 
General Heal across the wilds of Arizona 


KIT CARSON IX COLOXKI-'S ITXIFORM. 
and rescued G eneral Fremont and his com- 
panions from the avalanches of the Sierra 
Madre, I decided 
to visit the hero, to 
whom I had letters of introduction. 


On reaching the fort I found that Gen- 
eral Carson always spent his Sundays in 
attending to his traps, whieli were set 
along the streams for 30 miles to the north. 


I found Lieutenant Colonel Pfeffer in 
command, and a more courteous gentle- 
man never occupied such a position. Colo- 
nel PfelTcrwas a Dutchman by birth, hav- 
ing run ;:way from Holland when a boy in 
order to join Kit Carson, of Whom he had 
read so much. 
He had been with the fa- 
mous scout for 25 years before the war, and 
during tiiis time had learned hunting and 
Indian lighting as well as acquired Span- 
ish and a dozen native dialects. 


Pfciffer had my horse put away and then 
told me it would be impossible to find the 
animal till the following morning. 
After 
midilay dinner I went down to the sut- 
tler's.with the lieutenant colonel, and in a 
little back room, provided with all the 
creature comforts of such a place, I drew 
many a story from the gallant old soldier, 
among them the following, which I nar- 
rate liei-ause of its direct relation to the 
story teller himself. 
,, 


1 shall not attempt to reproduce Colonel 
Pfeiffer's decided accent. Suflice it to say 
that, this apart, lie spoke excellent English. 


•'Although it is years ago," begim the 
colonel, "the whole event is tome as vivid 
as if it occurred yesterday. 


"Seven yairs before this I had married a 
beautiful Mexican girl at Santa Fe and 
moved up to the Agua Caliei*e, where I 
had a good farm and considerable stock. 
News had como to us that the Apaches of 
Arizona, the meanest Indians the devil 
ever let loose to torture the white men, had 
left their hunting grounds and were mov- 
ing up in the directioii of the San Juan. 


" K i t Carson, who was then living over 
at Taos with Ids family, came galloping 
one morning in hot haste to my ranch, 
and with him v.ere Ouray, chief of tho 
San Luis L^tes, and. £0 mounted warriors. 


' You ask, me how Kit Carson and tho 
chief looked,' but as they will both be here 
about supiier time you can judge of their 
appeurar.cc for yourself. 
Well, as I was 
.saying, 1 never saw sucli a troubled look ou 
Kit's face before, though I had seen him 
in many a hard place. 


"•Pfciffer,' said Kit to me,'there's, a 
band of 100 Apaches at the headwaters of 
tho Conejos, aud if we don't stop them 
right away they'll sneak down tho Rio 
Grande and clean out everything in their 
course, till they buck up against the ti'oops 
from Fort IMarcy, and we can't get them 
out for a, week.' 


" 'I'm for heading them off,' said I, 'but 
it strikes me that our party is a bit small 
to lick a hundred Apaches. 
I have four 
Mexicans working for me who are good 
brcive men aud we'll t-ake them along.' 


" K i t .shook his head in his quiet way 
and said: 'Xo; leave tho Mexicans back at 
the ranch. 
You know how it is with the 
young Apac.he bucks; they are apt to stray 
tuvay from the main body and at such 
times are not.very tender with helpless w^o- 
men and c-,hildreu that come across their 
course.' 


"Ouray, who spoke Spanish very well, 
.said: ' I have sent runners up to La Loma 
del Norte, where the tribe is now encamp- 
ed, and they will meet me tonight with 
100 men, every one of them eager to get at 
tho Apaches.' 


"Well, to make a long story short, I 
kissed my wife and two children, told the 
Mexicans, who were good men, what th<!y 
must do if the Apaches put in an appear- 
ance in my absence, and then off we start- 
ed. 


"We met Ouray's warriors, 100 strong, 
that night on the Piedra Pintara and rested 
till about an horn- before day the following 
morning, for our horses were pretty well 
pl.-iyed out. 


•'There were no better scouts in the 
world than Ouray's Utes. 
Wo had ju.st 
eaten a. hurried breakfast and were sad- 
dling up when some of them came gallop- 
ing into camp to tell us that tho Apaches 
had taken ahirm and were then i-iding in 
hot haste for the Agua Caliente and the 
Rio Grande to the south. 


" I felt my hair stand on end when I 
heard this, and being better mounted than 
tho others I refused the counsel of Kit and 
Ourciyand gallojied away to the south, fol- 
l(3wed by ton young braves whose horses 
were fresh. 


" T h e siui Jiaddropped behind tho Sierra 
Madre while I svas yet four miles from 
liome. 
The light, directly in front, sent a 
cliill through my Iduod, and my heart for 
the moment stopped its boating. 
1 knew 
that my home had been attacked anil fired. 


'•Although driven ta desi)eration, fa- 
miliarity with danger enabled me to retain 
my 
presence of mind. 
On the bluffs 


{<lK-)Vt; the river my Indian companions and 
myself staked onr wearied horses. 
From 
this point we corld sei> tlie burning build- 
ings nd the sliad¡ nvy forms of the Apaches 
as they (l:ineed about the fire, while their 
shrill, exultant jells went echoing down 
the valley. 


" T h e lilood that had been so chilled a 
short -inie before now btu'ni;d in mj'veins. 
1 felt my eyes v, ere al)la/,e. 
I knew it was 
madness, for 1 felt my wife and children 
wer" dead, still 1 could not resist the im- 
pulse to rush forwanl and avenge them 
I'Ven thougii 1 died in the att(;mi)t. 


•'I did not think the I'tes, though un- 
doubrcdlj- braA'c, would 'follow me in this 
reckless charge, but they did. 
1 hoj ed to 
surprise the Ai'aciies, but found thi-m on 
the alert. 
A shower of bullets and arrows 
met us as we leaped into fl'.eir midst, using 
:)ur pistols and ti'.en clubbing otir rifles. 


'•A iiuiek glance sliowed me tho dead 
body of my wifi- ami tlu- four Mexicans 
lying still ar.i! mutilated about her, telling 
that they luul i«>iiglii to the last in her de- 
fense.

' T h e r e %Yere enough Apaches thereto 
have gobbled up Kit and all his outfit, but 
tliey ran like dogs, and I am told never 
stopped till they got beyond the Colorado 
Chiquito in Arizona. 


"That's all. 
1 need not tell you tliat I 
got well, so far as the wounds are concern- 
ed,( btit my little Nina never recovered 
from tho shock. 
She is buried over there 
at Taos. 
Let us drink, comrade, to the 
memory of all the saints. 
Three of them 
arc mine, and they are looking for me." 


As a boy I had read so much of Kit Car- 
son's splendid exploits that I pictured him 
as a powerful man, considerably over 6 
feet in height, with long black hair and 
beard aud piercing black eyes, and habi- 
tually dressed in the pictm-esque costxune 
of a hunter. 


It was after dJirk, and wo had just fin- 
ished supper in the officers' mess at Fort 
Gar laud, Avhen Pfeiffer, at whoso right 
hiind I was sitting, bent forward 
aud 
whispered: 


"Seel 
Kit and Ouray have just come 
i n . " 


I looked toward the door, over which a 
lamp swung, aud siiW a man about 5 feet 
6 inciies in height, dressed in the common 
blouse and gray shii-t of a pris'atc soldier. 
As he advanced in a modest way he re- 
moved his black slouch hat, and I saw that 
his eyes were blue, his scant hair as fair 
a^ that of a child, and* his mustache de- 
cidedly yellow. 
The shoulders were broad 
and the chest deep. 
As I shook hands 
vi ith General Cm-son the oltl ideal van- 
ished, but the low, gentle voice, the firm 
mouth and the quiet bearing told me I 
was in the presence of no ordinary man. 


The other man was Ouray, Kit Carson's 
companion in his rescue of little^ina. 


Before this I had seen m a ^ 
Indians 
and supposed that all tho fine looking, ro- 
mantic ones were confined to tho pages of 
Coopey's romances, but this was an excep- 
tion to the rule. 


Ouray stood C feet in height, straight as 
a pine. 
His face looked like that of a 
bronzed Roman warrior, and his pictur- 
esque and ample costume would have de- 
lighted tho sold of an artist. 


Ye^irs have passed since 1 heard this story 
und had this meeting witli these remark- 
Dble men. 
The storj' I give for the first 
time to tho public. Meanwhile history and 
fame have tiiken charge of my heroes.

A Mysterious Enemy Strangely Persecutes 
au lucliana Farmer. 


Dr. W. H. Ehert, one of the loading 
physicians of Madison county, Ind., 
a 
wealtliy farmer and an elder in the Seventh

church, has resided 
in 
southeast El wood for over 50 years, and no 
man in tho county stands higher in the 
estimation of those who know him than he.

poison to kill the whole county.

it so 


tliat no c.-c eoiild tamper with it iu any 
'Way without his linowing it, and subse- 
quent event.s proved it was well that he 
did sfn 
Pinco that time tlie well has been 
poisoned six times, making seven times in 
about two years. All kinds of poison have 
Ijccn n.scd, stryclinino, arsenic and paris 
green predominating. 
Every morning the 
v, ell has been examined, and by increasing 
vigilance Dr. Ebert ha.s so far saved the 
lives of himself ar.d family. 


So far as he knows. Dr. Ebert has not 
an enemy in tlie world. 
Thus far the case 
has Ijafiled all attempts to clear it up. 


One morning .sonic weeks ago, when the 
family arose, they found a letter, unsigned,

I which had been .slipped under tho door, In 
' wJiic-h the writer stated that the grand- 
' daughter, Sadie ChaU'ant, would bo mur- 
j deretl, as the writer was detenuined to kill 
• her, because the girl luul incurred the writ- 
er's enmity. 
The letter also stilted that 
the barn lielonging to Dr. Eljert would bo 
burned on a certain night. This frightened 
the family greatly, and the family were 
armed and prepared to defend their lives 
and property. 
: 
Neighbor.s were sliown tho letter, and 
arrangements were made to ciipture any 
person atteni{)tiiig to burn tiie barn, but 
at noon on the day prior to tlie night desig- 
! nated in the letter the barn was discovered 
' to lie on lire, and before help could arrive 
was destroyed. 
In a short time aftc» the 
lire was discovered every farmer in the 
• vicinity w;is on the ground, aud there, for 
tl.e iirst time in pul)lif, did Dr. Ei)ert dis- 
close tlie danger to whicli ho was subject- 
ed. 
'I'he indignation was intense, and all 
Iiresent pledged themselves to aid in un- 
raveling the mystery.

The executive committee was author» 
ized to procure a refusal of the Wallace 
house dntil Jan. 1, 1897. It 1.9 proposed 
that Oli Sept. 19 a meeting of the his- 
torico-patriotic aocieti^ of the statci t a 
held in Sonierville to commemorate the 
centennial anniversary of Washiiigtcm's , 
farewell address. Eminent citizens will 
be invited to attend, and 
invitatioijs 
will be sent to President Cleveland and 
his cabinet, Qovernor Griggs and staö,. 
Governor Carroll of Maryland, General 
Horace Porter and the presidents andt 
officers of the leading patriotic societies.

sentiments iu politics or iu religion, 
and 
it 
is this determination of soul 
that so often drives back the Gospel 
from a man's heart. 
It is so hard to 
make 
avarice 
charitable, 
and fraud 
honest, and pride humble, and 
skepti- 
cism Chri.stian. 
Tlie 
sword 
of God'a 
truth .seems to glance off from those 
mailed warriors, and the hemlot seems 
battle-proof 
against 
God's 
battle- 
ax. 
B u t 
childhood; 
how 
suscepti- 
ble to 
example 
and 
to 
instruction! 
You are not surprised at tlie record: 
"Abraham begat Isaac, and Isaac 
be- 
gat J a c o b ; " for when religion starts in 
a family, it is apt to go all 
through. 
Jezebel a murderess, you are not sur- 
prised to find her 
son 
J e h o r a m 
at- 
tempting assassination. 
Oh, Avhat a re- 
sponsibility upon the parent and the 
teacher! 
T h e 
musician 
touches 
the 
keys, and the response of those keys is 
away off amid the pipes and the chords, 
and you wander at the distance 
be- 
tween the key and tlie chord. 
And so 
it is in life; if you touch a child, the 
results 
will come 
back 
from 
man» 
hood or 
old age, 
telling 
just 
the 
tune played, whether 
the dirge of a 
great sorrow or the anthem of a great 
joy. 
The 
word 
that 
the 
Sabbath- 
school 
teacher 
will 
this 
afternoon 
whisper in the ear of the class will be 
echoed back from everlasting ages of 
light or darkness. 
T h e home and the 
school decide the republic or the des- 
potism; the barbarism or the civiliza- 
tion; the upbuilding of an empire; 
or 
the overthrowing of • it. 
Higher 
than 
parliamer^ or congress are the school 
and the family, and the

of a 
child's foot may mean more than 
the 
tr&.mp of a host. 
AVhat, then, are you 
doing for the purpose of bringingyour 
children into the kingdom of God? 
If 
they are so susceptible, and if this is 
the very best time to act upon 
their 
eternal interests, what are you doing by 
way of right impulsion? 
There were

L e t it not be told in the great 
day of eternity that Hannah 
Lemond 
put forth more exertion for the saving 
of the physical life of her child than 
you, O, parent, have 
ever 
put 
forth 
for the eternal life of your little 
one. 
God help you! 


I 
pass on 
to 
consider the 
power 
which a child wields over the parental 
heart. 
We often talk about the -influ- 
ence of parents upon children. I never 
hear anything said about the inflluence 
of children upon their parents. 
You 
go to school to them. 
You no more 
educate them than they educate you. 
With 
their 
little 
hands 
they 
have 
caught hold of your entire nature and 
you 
can 
not wrench yourself 
awaj' 
from their grasp. 
Y o u are 
different 
men and women from what you were 
before they gave you the first lesson. 
They have revolutionized j'our soul. 


• There are 
fountains of joy in your 
heart which never would have 
been 
discovered 
had 
they not 
discovered 
them. Life is to you a more stupendous 
thing than it was before these little 
feet started on the pathway to eter- 
nity. 
Oh, how many hopes, how many 
joys, how many solicitudes that little 
one has created in your souL 
You go 
to school every day—a school of self- 
denial, a school of patience, in which 
you are getting wiser day by day; and 
that influence of the child over you 
will increase and increase, and though 
your children 
may die, from the ver^^ 
throne of God they will reach down an 
influence to your soul, leading you on 
and leading you up until you mingle 
with their voices and sit beside their 
thrones. 


The grasp which the child has over 
the parent's heart is seen in what the 
parent will do for the child. 
Storm 
and darkness and heat and cold are 
nothing to you if they stand between 
you and your child's welfare. 
A great 
lawyer, when yet unknown, one day 
stood in the circuit room and made an 
eloquent plea before some men of great 
legal attainments, 
and a 
gentleman 
said to him afterward: "How 
could 
you 
be 
so calm 
standing 
in 
that 
August 
presence? 
"Oh," 
said 
Er- 
skine, 
" I 
felt 
my 
children 
pull- 
ing 
at 
my 
shirts 
and crying 
for 
bread." 
What 
stream will 
you not 
swim, what cavern will you not enter, 
what battle will you not 
fight, 
what 
hunger will you not endure for 
your 
chikh-en? 
Your 
children must have 
bi-ead, though you starve. 
Your chil- 
dren must be well clothed though you 
go in rags., You say: 
"My 
children 
must be educated, though I never had 
any chance." 
What to you are \vea«y 
limbs and 
aching 
head, and 
hands 
hardened and callous, if only the wel- 
fare of your children can be wrought 
out by it? 
Their sorrow is your sor- 
ro%v, their joy is 
your joy, tlieir ad- 
vancement 
your 
victory. 
And, 
oh, 
when the last sickness comes, how you 
fight back the march of disease, and it 
is only after a tremendous 
struggle 
t h a t you surrender. 
And then, when 
the spirit has 
fled, 
the great deep is 
broken 
up, and 
Rachel will 
not be 
comforted because 
her 
children 
are 
not, and 
David 
goes up the 
palace 
»tairs, crying: 
"O my son 
Absalom, 
my son, my sou Absalom! would God 
I had died for thee, O Absalom, my 
son, m^^ sou!" 


There is not a large family, or hard- 
ly a large family, that has 
not bent 
over such a treasure and lost. 
In the 
family fold is there no dead lamb? 
I 


have seen many such cases of sorrow. 
There Is one pre-emiuent in niy mem- 
ory as a pastor—Scoville 
Ha3'ues Mc- 
Collutn. 
T h e story of his 
death has 
brought hundreds unto God. 
He be-» 
lt>uged 
to 
my 
parish 
in 
the 
west. 
A 
thorough 
boy, 
nine 
or 
ten 
years 
of 
age. 
Nothing 
morbid, 
nothing 
dull 
about 
him. 
His 
voice loudest and his foot swiftest on 
the playground. 
Often he has come 
into 
my house 
and thrown 
himself 
down on the floor in an exhaustion of 
boistez-ous mirth; 
and yet he was 
a 
Christian, consecrated to God, keeping 
His commandments. 
T h a t is the kind 
of childish piety i believe in. 
When 
the daj's of 
sickness 
came 
suddenly 
and 
ho was 
told 
that 
he could not 
get well, he 
said: 
" J e s u s alone can 
save 
me. 
Jesus 
will 
save 
me. 
He 
has 
saved 
me. 
Don't 
cry, 
mamma. 
I shall g o right straight up to Heaven." 
And 
then 
they 
gave him a gla.ss of 
water 
to cool his hot lips and said: 
"Mamma, I shall take a draught 
from 
the water of life after awhile, of which 
if one drink he shall never get thirsty 
again. 
I lay mj-self at Jesus' feet and 
I want Him to do just what He thinks 
best to do witli me." 
In those days, 
" R e s t for the Weary" was a new hymn, 
and he 
had learned it; and in a per- 
fect ecstasy of soul, in his last hour, he 
cried out: 


In the Christian's home in glory 
There remains a land of rest; 


There my Saviour's gone before me 
To fllfull my soul's request; 


There is rest for the weary. 
There is rest for you.

Children 
dead are safe. 
Those that live are in 
peril. 
We know not what dark path 
they may take. 
T h e day may come in 
which they will break your heart; but 
children 
dead 
are 
safe—safe 
for- 
ever. 
Weeping j parents, 
do 
not 
mourn too 
bitterly over 
your 
child 
that 
has 
gone. 
There 
are 
two 
kinds of prayers made at a child's sick- 
bed. 
One prayer the Lord likes; the 
other prayer He does not like. 
Wheu 
a soul kneels down at a child's 
sick- 
bed and says: "O, Lord, spare thi s lit- 
tle one; he is very near to my 
heart; 
I don't want to part with him, 
but 
T h y will be done"—that is the kind 
of a pi'a3''er the Lord loves. 
There 
is 
another 
kind 
of 
prayer 
which 
I 
have 
heard 
men 
make 
in 
sub- 
stance 
vvhen 
they 
say: 
"O 
Lord, this isn't right; it is hard to take 
this child; you have no right to take 
this child; spare this child; I can't give 
him up, and I 
won't give him up." 
T h e 
Lord 
answers 
t h a t 
kind 
of 
a 
prayer sometimes. 
T h e child lives on 
and lives on, and travels off in paths 
of wickedness to perish. 
At the end of 
every prayer 
for a 
child's life 
say: 
" T h y wiU, 0, Lord, be done."

" I f there be one inanifest besetting 
public sin in this nineteenth century 
civilization concerning which it is ap- 
propriate 
to .sound the solemn chal- 
lenge: 
'Who is on the Lord's side?' 
and as to which sus])ended judgment 
and selfish inaction constitute a crime 
against man and God, it is the treacher- 
ous. fascinating, degrading evil of in- 
toni peranee. 
This open cancer of our 
r.ational life is terrible in its virulence, 
vast in its ramifications. 
To the ruin it 
engenders, all alikb bear witne.ss. From 
the army, from the navy, from great 
cities, from country villages, from the 
police, from guardians of the 
poor, 
from manufacturers, merchants, 
em- 
l)lcyers of 
labor, 
from 
physicians, 
judges, from clergy of every denomina- 
tion,, and most often, and mo.st bitterly, 
from the workingnien themselves, come 
pouring in the accumulated testimonies 
to the pi-evalence, the deadliness of this 
degrading sin. 


"Physiogically 
total 
abstinence 
is 
advantageous. 
Theologically 
it 
is 
Christlike; 
philanthropically, 
it 
is 
influential. 
The one destructive argu- 
ment that can be urged against it is 
that it is unconventional, and conven- 
tionality is the god of society. B u t the 
I'csistless lo^ic of the Man of Nazareth 
has proved that conventionality, social 
custom, and even religious propriety 
vanish into thin air before the pressure 
of necessity. 
'Which of you,' He said, 
when they accused Him of un conven- 
tionality for healing on the Sabbath, 
'which of you shall have an ox or an 
ass fallen into a pit and will not straight- 
way 
(in spite of all conventionality, 
law and custom, in spite of the whole 
decalogue) pull him out on the Sabbath 
day?' 
Can language 
exaggerate 
the 
depth and horror of the national pit 
of intemperance from w^hich the agony 
of thousands comes surging 
upward, 
'like the melancholy wash of endless 
waves?' 
In the days of the crusades 
men of the bravest hearts and noblest 
blood in Europe bound themselves to- 
gether in a semi-religious, semi-mili- 
iary order under the strongest vows, 
one of which, curiously enough, was 
that they should drink only water, in 
order to defend the Holy 
Sepulcber 
against the infidel. 
To-day 
tens 
of 
thousands of men,, women and children 
ore bpund together by a solemn obli- 
gation of total abstinence from all in- 
toxicants, that they may wage a mod- 
ern crusade against this , curse of na. 
tions, and defend the human temples 
of the Holy Spirit against a foe more 
bitter than Saracen or Turk. And when 
from this pulpit I appeal to-night for 
new crusaders under the banner of total 
abstinence, more of you^ especially the 
good and the religious, are held back 
from joining us by the fear of singular- 
ity, uncpnventionality, or fanaticism, 
than from any other motive. 
I answei', 
the ox and the ass, the sti'ong and the 
w t a k together, are in the pit. 
Custom 
or no custom, conventionality or no con- 
ventionality, they must be pulled put, 
and the Lord calls you to His side to 
help in doing it. 


"Though the habits of social life re- 
volt against the custom of total labsti- 
nence, though glib theories of the lib- 
erty of the subject and the due enjoy- 
ment of the gifts of God seem to be con- 
tradicted by its propaganda, though 
legally-licensed venders of a profitable 
commodity cry out if men cease to pur- 
chase from them madness by the bottle, 
the urgentnee4 of the community knows 
no laws—not even the law of Sinai, with, 
all the rabbis of the temple , to back it, 
for the ox and the ass are iu the pit. 
The 
active side of the Divine remedial energy 
cojisists in personally seeking and sav- 
ing the lost. 
I t is a veritable descend- 
ing into hades to preach to. the spirits 
in prison. 
The dignity and: power of 
God's workers consist in their identifica- 
tion in heart and method with 
the 
Christ. 
When He, the purest being ever 
born of woman, willingly entei-s into 
the awful prison of disobedient spirits 
that He might plumb the depth of their 
misery and tell them of the pardoning 
love of God, He taught us that there is 
a point in human degradation at which 
rescue becomes impossible unless the 
rescuer will descend to the very depth 
cf hades to seek and save the lost. 


" T h e imagination of man is not able 
to conceive any hell more foul than the 
drink-cursed slums of a densely-popu- 
lated English town. 
You 
who 
are 
sViielded by the jjurer surroundings of 
your quiet homes imagine that we are 
fanatical, and speak in terms of exag- 
geration. 
It is because you do not know 
what drunkenness is, and we do, be- 
cause we have descended into 
hell. 
Michael Angelo, before he painted the 
altar-piece of the Conventual Church of 
Florence, had the colîins of the newly- 
buried opened and x>laced beside him, 
that the hideous anatomy 
of 
death 
might be burned into his soul, enabling 
him to produce it wdth terrible effect. 
In like manner the hideous anatomy of 
drink-cursed men and women is burnt 
into our minds, because again and again 
we have descended into hell. B u t we re- 
member those words of Whittier: 
" 'Still Thy love, O Christ arisen. 
Yearns to reach those souls In prison; 
Through all the depths of sin and loss 
Sinks the plummet of Thy Cross.

in Indianapolis with 
elaborate c»remouy.

Wheelway 
league of this city 
was 
incorporated 
for the purpose bf 
building a bicycle 
path to be open to the public. 
It was 
capitalized at $10.000, and the riders of 
the city ware asked to take stock at 
S5 a share. Subscriptions came in quite 
rapidly, and t)y the middle of May work 
t 
àd begun on the first section of the 
iih, whiclx occupies what was once 
the towpath of the old Itidtena ^naL 
•fhís path had not been used ior m ^ y 
years, and when work began on it it 
t a s little more than a mere levee, with 
a rank growth of trees and shrubs on 
-o^e side and the slow running waters 
'6t the canal on the other. The canal 
is ck the east side of the path, which 
giWs the full benefit of the shade of the 
Ù«e9 dtiring the afternoon. 


The path extends to a suburb ten 
milM distant. 
All of this is so well 
•had«« that excei^t early in the after- 
a rider can scarcely get a glimpse 
3f the 8un after 12 o'clock. The path 
varies in length, conforming to the top 
of the levee, but is not less than eight 
'ieet,wide at any place, and in some 
places as much as twelve feet.

S Y S T E M . 


Its First Fifty Years and What Ha» Boen 
Accomplished. 


The semi-centennial of its own pub- 
lication which the Scientific American 
commemorates is practically a celebra- 
tion also of the first fifty years of the 
American patent system, says an ex- 
change. The system had Indeed existed 
from the early days of the republic. 
But in those early days few patents 
were granted, and it was not until 1845 
that the American nation began to be 
noted for its inventive powers. 
As 
the Scientific American pmnts out, up 
to the end of the year 
only 3,873 
patents had been issued by the pat- 
ent office of the United States. 
When 
the year 1895 closed the number was 
531,619, a wonderful tribute to the in- 
ventive genius of the American people, 
because out of this great number com- 
paratively few were issued to foreign- 
ers. 
"The' largeness of the number is 
a tribute to the far-sighted liberality 
of the patent statutes, originally eatab- 
lishefl by our forefathers in tlie days 
when the Individual coynted for far 
more than in the present day of fierce 
competition and wealthy combinations 
of capitalists. 
Even in those days it 
was recognized that the ^dividual in- 
ventor required the fostering protection 
of the law, and it was known that the 
best possible policy for the country was 
to grant him this protection for the 
enrichment of others and for the good 
of the country at large." 


But, though few patents were granted 
in the early days, there is no doubt it 
was ,the privation 
of those days in 
sparsely settled regions that fostered 
and developed 
the inventive faculty 
which has become the birthright of the 
American people. 
A 
farmer, separ- 
ated many miles, perhaps, from the 
blacksmith shop, with absolutely 
no 
machine shop within reach, with car- 
penters and other tradesmen few and 
far between, learned to do everything 
himself, and it was unquestionable in 
these early days the farmers of Ameri- 
ca displayed a high order of construc- 
tive and mechanical skill and a quick 
adaptation to circumstances that have 
now imprinted themselves upon the en- 
tire American people. To-day the fOTm- 
er has complicated machinery to take 
care of, and he does 
it successfully; 
small repairs he executes himself, and 
in him is found the true material that 
Inventors are made of.

I see among the samples of silks for fall 
wear that there are many hivgo plaids in 
surah twills. The giwind islig'ht, general- 
ly in tints rather than colors, and over this 
is thrown the diirker color which makes 
the plaid. 
Some of the plaid.^ have two 
and more distinct lines of color, but the 
most novel aud elegant have the plaid 
formed of one color only, in two or threo 
separate lines, each at least half an inch 
broad.

There are very many princess dresses 
now being made and already finished. I 
saw one of a superb mastic peau de soie. 
This was embroidered from top to bottom 
on every seam with a pattern of laurel 
leaves and waxy white blossoms, the whole 
but two inches wide. The fronts were cut 
so as to fall away, leaving the front breadth 
of Persian brocade in the same hay leaf 
design room for its full display. Where the 
waist closed there was another hand em- 
broidery in the same pattern, and the 
puffed sleeves had a narrow line of leaves 
up each sleeve in tliree places.

The GnmbllDg Evil. 


Gambling takes rank among the 


giant evils of the day. 
It is very differ- 


ent in its nature from drunkenness 


licentiousness or murderous passions. 
But for destroying character, enslaving 
the will, incapacitating for moral trusts, 
for the indomitableness of its sway, and 
the desperate recklessness it induces, 
gambling stands second to none in the 
list of terrible vices. 


Gambling is founded on an instinct 


ive passion in the human breast—the 
love of risk and chance on a stake. 
It 


is not entirely the money consideration 
which explains the gambler's course, 
but it is the excitement of venture and 
the chance stroke at fortune; the plea- 
surable mystery of casting a line into 
the unknown and the uncertain, at- 
tended by the alternating sensations of 
hope and fear. 


What the cup of liquor is to one 


beset by the appetite for drink, what 
the thirst for an enemy's blood is to the 
man in whom the fire of fierce anger 
burns, this passion is to the gambler. 
His last penny will go in these risks at 
the card table or the betting board. 
He will risk his personal belongings, 
or his household goods; he will use his 
employer's money or the 
funds of 


banks and other corporations which he 
may be serving in a trusted capacity, 
that he may keep up hie fateful race 
with luck. 


This terrible strain of the emotions, 


with their unnatural and rapid alterna- 
tions, attended by the extreme desper- 
ation of spirits induced by "bad luck," 
explains the frequency of suicide among 
gamblers. There is strong reason to 
believe that gambling is, of all vicious 
courses, not even excepting drink, the 
one which most predisposes its victims 
to this miserable end. Luck or fortune 
is the goddess the gambler has bowed 
to and served with intense and ab- 
sorbed devotion, and when he fancie 
she has finally turned against him, then 
.as he has often before cast his all upon 


tbe throw of a card or the issue of a 
bet, so now he will ^t all upon the 
turn of a trigger and he falls by his 
own hand. 


Gambling is an evil of many roots. 


Its many forms and its direful mulls 
might be spoken of—the card table, the 
lottery, betting on horse racee, specula- 
tion on the stock exchange, and many 
others which have brought ruin and 
disgrace to men. It is not our purpose 
to write today concerning each of these 
out only to call attention to two prac- 
tices, extensively followed in our day 
act! having wide approval, which should 
be seriously considered by men who 
desire to lead pure lives as to the rela- 
tion they bear to gambling. 


Commercial speculation on the stock 


exchange is one. 
While belonging to 


quasi industrial operations, and figuring 
under the respectable name of business, 
many of the transactions of the stock 
exchange have little or no connection 
in reality with the transfer of products 
of labor. It is simply a competitive 


neat 


trial of sagacity or skill in forecasting 
tie course of the market. 
Fictitious 


sales make the margin of their gain or 
loss. Taking the risk in a contest of 
judgments is simply "competitive in- 
dustry with the industry left out." 


The other practice is one which 


cornea nearer our homes. 
Approved 


as proper and becoming by many good 
people and installed in their parlors, 
indulged in with absorbing zest by 
hundreds as a social time, yet card 
playing breeds and trains many a gam- 
bler. 
This does not mean that card 


playing when divested of its stimula- 
tion of stakes and "progressive euchre" 
improvements is gambling; or that 
every skillful player becomes in time a 
gambler. 
We are far from even inti- 


mating that. 
But it is also true that 


not every habitual wine drinker in 
Europe and America becomes a drunk- 
ard. And yet shall we repudiate our

-Mothers lay half clad, with their babies) 
beside them. Barefoot iiieu stretched 
lull length and slumbered fitfully \\hilo 
they waited the dawn of another blus- 
tering day whose end might not even 
find them alive. Iu their desperation 
many even lay upon tho sidewalks all 
night iti their efforts to be comfortable. 


In a number of eases the heat drove 


people iusaiie. In tho streets men, wo- 
men and horses fell as though they had 
been shot. Tho dead horses lay for days 
where they had fallen. There were not 
ambulances enough to convey the strick- 
en to hospitals nnd not enough wardsior 
beds in the hospitals to receive them. At 
times boys and men, maddened by tho 
heat, plunged into city fountains and 
bathed and swam iu their shallow 
depths, And, as always aud forever, it 
was tho poor, tho very poor, who suffer- 
ed most.

How the City Man Is Rescued 


From the Heat Demon. 


IDE BATHS IN THE HOSPITAL. 


How Treatment of Heat Prostration Haa 


Advanced In Recent Tears—The Farm- 
er, Who Works In tbe SOD, 
Seldom Suf- 


fer* Front Sunstroke. 


"Say, what's the matter with him?" 
"Knocked out by the heat." 
"Too bud! What is being dono?" 
"Nothing now, but a policeman has 


pone to send in a hurry call." 


Thou tho man on tho outside edge of 


the crowd stepped into a shaded door- 
way and, prompted by a sort of morbid 
cariosity, waited for developments. It 
was during it hot spell. For more than

n week the mercury had been climbing 
higher and higher every day. It had 
started in eaeli morning at from 80 to 
S5 degrees, mounted to 92, 95 or 9G de- 
grees by 2 or y o'clock in the afternoon 
and reluctantly sunk during the night, 
only to commence again its anxiously 
watched journey tho nest day. 


Tho first day or two were endurable 


because the atmosphere was compara- 
tively dry, but gradually tho air became 
saturated with moisture, and tho per- 
spiration which came to tho surface 
found nothing to dry it; up. All day 
long tho sun poured down on the pave- 
ments and cobblestones until they be- 
came almost blistering to tho touch. 
Tho great structures of brick and iron 
and stone which lined tho city streets 
absorbed the heat ast a sponge soaks up 
water. At night-, after the sun had sunk 
to rest iuto n bank of red clouds which 
looked like a fiery furnace, they gave 
out this heat in quivering waves which 
could bo felt if they could not bo seen. 
Tho slow brecxes which did manage to 
find their v.'ay about the town were like 
drafts from an open oven door. 


And the peopio of tho city—oh, they 


just sweltered and sweltered and swel- 
tered. 
They got through tho day as 


best- they might and went to their homes 
to straggle through a night that was 
worse than ihe day had been. All who 
staid within tha city suffered, some 
more than others, of course. 
But the 


rich man found the faint breeze which 
barely stirred tho filmy lace curtains of 
his chamber just as disappointing as did 
the laborer who crawled out on the iron 
fire escape of his squalid tenement. Both 
waited in vain for a cool, invigorating 
breath which might help them to live 
through tho broiling, burning day that 
they knew was coming. 


This condition of affairs had existed 


for what had seemed an interminable 
length of time. Tho heat demon was at 
his worst. 
Small consolation it. was to 


learn from the morning newspapers that 
over nearly tho entire country tho same 
terrific heat vras being experienced. 


But to return to tho man on tho side- 


walk. Ho had been helped into tho shade 
and a glass or two of ice. water had been 
dashed into his purple face. It was n 
clear case of sunstroke, so said the peo- 
pio who stood around. The big police- 
man fanned himself with his helmet 
and roughly pushed aside the lookers on. 
Ho had rung up a hurry call and was 
waiting for the ambulance. 


Clang! 
Clang! 
Clangety claugety 


clang! 


"Hero comes the ambulance," the 


bystanders said to each other. 


Down through tho crowded street at 


a swift gait comes a black, low bodied 
wagon, whoso pneumatic tired wheels 
roll easily along over the pavements. 
The driver rings a big gong with his 
foot while ho skillfully guides thn reek- 
ing horse. On the seat behind sits the 
surgeon's young man, who seems rather 
to enjoy tho situation and who calmly 
smokes a cigarette as ho watches tho 
people turn and staro after tho ominous 
looking vehicle. Ho is .but a newly

fledged physician, hut ho assumes thn 
indifference and coolness of an army 
surpeon. 


Soon the ambulance is backed up to 


the sidewalk and tho ambulance doctor 
has made a hasty examination of tho 
heat victim. The prostrate man is rolled 
on to a stretcher and bundled hastily 
into the ambulance. This dono the dtiver 
whips up his horse, the doctor resumes 
his seat, lights a fresh cigarette aud tho 
swift drive to the hospital is soon over. 


Two attendants grab the stretcher 


handles and carry the pat-iout into the 
main hall, where the house surgeon 
meets them. He takes one look at tho 
victim's red face, grips the limp wrist 
between his thumb and forefinger for a 
moment and then mutters briefly: 


"Too late. Take him to the ice bath." 
The arm of the unconscious man 


drops with a thump on the stretcher bars 
aud swings back and forth as the at- 
tendants trot through tho long cool cor- 


In tins briet examination tiie house 


surgion had decided that tho patient 
was tho victim of what is commonly 
known as sunstroke. But you don't sup- 
pose ho gave it that name, do you? Not 
lie. Hero w;is tho rscord he made on the 
entry look: 


"Xo. 140. Received from ambulance 


No. 'J, Dr. Freshly, at '2:13 p. in. Diag- 
nosis, pronounced insolation." 


Then; were a few more details which 


were filled in later. But it was set down 
as a c;;so. of insolation. That is tho 
medical term for sunstroke. Tho pur- 
plish color r.f the face and the ulicon- 
wuinsne-ss of the. patient indicated that 
it was a serious case, so the ice bath 
was ordered. 


A few years ago the treatment which 


is now employed iusome of tho big city 
hospitals would have been denounced 
by doctors of all schools as barbaric and 
;riniinal cruelty. But wo are iu a pro- 
gressive age and fewer peopio die from 
heat nowadays than formerly, although 
just as many, if not more, aro stricken. 


It was '2:13 when tho patient entered 


tho hospital. At 2:19 ha had been hoist- 
?d to tho second floor of the building, 
stripped of his clothing and deposited 
in a soft meshed hammock suspended 
from a traveling crane. Two seconds 
later he had been swung directly over a 
big porcelain bathtub half filled with 
ice mid water. Down into that chilly 
bath ho went with a splash in tho 
twinkling of an eye. 


"His temperature is 110 and there is 


uo time to lose," the attending physi- 
cian had said. 


For 20 minutes the unconscious man 


was soused up and down iu tho icy 
water with the chunks of ice bumping 
and bobbing about him. Sometimes this 
heroic treatment is found to be t(X) se- 
vere and then the patient is hastily 
yanked out and stimulants are forced 
down his throat to revive the action of 
tlie heart, which has been weakened by 
the shock instead of stimulated. But 
in this case it was all right. Tho heart 
began to pump tho blood through tin- 
art erics and veins in a somewhat more 
regular fashion and the physician said 
that the temperature was slowly falling 
from the dangerous point which it had 
reached. 


Finally the surgeon ordered the pa- 


tient to be taken out. The crane carried 
him into an adjoining operating room, 
where the man was deposited in a 
stretcher. He-re was a big tub of cranked 
ice. A white cupped nursocamoin with 
some linen cloths and speedily niami-

factored an ice bag, which she fitted on 
the patient's head like a turban. A big 
chunk of ice was placed at his feet, and 
the attendants packed more ice about 
him. Then they took pieces of ice and 
rubbed him briskly as if they wore using 
soft sponges. This treatment evidently 
had a prompt effect, for soon the man 
opened his eye?, and, although his face 
still shone udeep purple, hobecamof-on- 
scious enough to hold with his hands a 
large piece of ice which the doctor 
placed on his stomaci 


In less than an hour tho face of tho 


man on the stretcher had lost its purplish 
color, his eyes were! bright, his breath- 
ing and heart action wa-1 regular, and 
his temperature had become normal. 
Then hei was taken up on the! roof, where 
he was swung in a hammock fe>r hours 
under a canopy in the opeii air and iv- 
covcred his strength during a long, re-- 
freshing nap. Two days later ho left tho 
hospital as well as ever. 


"But yon had a elejso call, old man, 


and you'll have to bo careful," an at- 
tendant said as he departed. 


This was one case out of hundreds in 


a big city. Not all of the patients re- 
quire, such vigorous or heroic treatment, 
but ice and ice water aro plentifully 
used, even in simple cases of heat pros- 
tration. 


It is not always the direct rays of the 


sun that strike down victims. Men fall 
by scores in places where tho sun never 
shines. In sugar refineries, breweries, 
smelters and other places of industry 
where great heat is generated tho vic- 
tims are numerous during a hot wavk 


It is generally tho city man who is 


stricken. Tho fanner works all day in 
the fields and escapes. But he drinks 
little or no alcoholic liquors, lid eats 
plenty of vegetables and little, meat, he 
wears a wide brimmed straw hat, and 
the breeze which lulls him to sleep at 
night is cooled by swepeing over green 
fields and trees and is untainted by con- 
tact with the ovenliko cobblestones and 
brick walls, 


But oven the city man whose general 


health is good, who shuns hot and re- 
bellious liquors, who keeps his skill 
clean, who wears sensible clothing, who 
is careful and tcnipnrate in his eating 
as well as his drinking, can work stead- 
ily through the hottest of hot waves, 
escape from heat- prostration and sun- 
stroke and defy Old Sol to do his worst.

Ho i.s about (15 years old, tall 


and rather spare of figure, but of com- 
manding presence, and intellectual ap- 
pearance. He entered the order while a 
young man and soon after In came active 
and prominent in the state organisa- 
tion. He was elected grand sire of tho 
New York state grand lodge in 
lN7f>, 


and when his term of ofh'co expired ho 
was chosen representative to the sover- 
eign grand lodge, in which position he 
served continuously until ho was elected 
deputy grand siro in 1H!)S. Ho is an ac- 
complished orator and possesses consid- 
erable literary ability.

So he does not bother with 
lettuce, radishes and such tilings beyond 
providing for his own svants, but raises 
wheat, corn, potatoes, hay, etc., which 
leiiuire mr.ro space than can be found 
in town. 


Th.' only exception to this is that tho 


early vegetables fin:n tho south, those 
which appear before tho frost is nut of 
the ground in tho northern states, are 
raised in the open country. Hut the 
summer vegetables, which are. consumed 
in such va.it quantities hy those who 
livo in big cities, aro largely produced 
within urban limit".
